We have* reason to 'relieve, and have other supporting evidence in 
addition to the in formation contained In CIC Agent Report L/28659, ‘ that 
Subject is enrac'inr in deception on the cuestion of Soviet contacts* 

3, Ve plan to attempt to convince Subject once more that his best 
interests will he. served if he tells a straight story. Should this attempt 
fail ve vrisb to subject hir to the lenrost period cf confinement possible, 
short of filing formal charges arsinst him, permissible under existing 
regulations, in the hope that such confinement will induce him to reveal 
the correct story. 

h. The following surr.ested olan would best fit. cur needs: 

a. Approval cf the attached warrant tc be secured and same to be 
held in readiness, to be used if necessary. 

h* Mr* John K. Allen, of this office, will proceed tc Linz to 
arrive no later than the mom in? of 3 September 1?53 to coordinate plans with 
CJC Linz. 



c. If Subject is to be arrested this will take place at either his 
residence at approximately 1L.30 hours (with a house search to follow immediately 
to secure any documents, papers, etc., of possible intelligence interest) or 
probably somewhere between 1500 and 1600 hours in or near the MIS Headcuartcrs 
installation in Linz. If Subject is arrested at the KIS installation, ve still 
desire that a house senrrb of his living ouarters be conducted as scon there- 
after as possible. 



d. If Subject is confined, request that interrelation facilities be 
r5 dp available rt the CIC detention site and that nrranrements be made for 
spec i lied members of this office tc be ^ranted access to these facilities 
durin f * the entire time of SuMect 1 .'* confinement.
